THE BATTLE FOR BURMA 


CHUNGKING, Thursday.—Chinese 
forces in Northern Burma have con- 
tacted the Japanese at four points 
along the Burma-Thailand border, says 
a Chinese spokesman. The Japanese 
made several attempts to cross the 
border, but all attacks had been 
repulsed. Fighting has taken place at 
four points, of which one was in 
Northern Thailand, and three to the 
west of Chiengwai and north-west of 
Meihang, where the main Japanese 
concentrations threaten the Allied flank 
east of Toungoo. British forces are 
said to be holding a line west from 
the Sittang, across the railway to the 
sea coast north of Bassein.—(Keuter.) 

A Burma communiqué from General 
Headquarters, New Delhi, 
according to Madras radio. ‘‘ Sittang 
front—During the withdrawal of our 
fcrward troops last Sunday from opera- 
tions in the amp area our patrois 
first cóntacted the enemy south of 
Kyauktaga and were followed up.

Mr. Morrison said: “‘ The cartoon is 
a particularly evil example of the policy 
and methods of a newspaper which, 
intent on exploiting an appetite for 
sensation, has - repeatedly - published 
scurrilous misrepresentations, distorted 
and exaggera statements, and ir- 
responsible generalisations.”’ 

he Government, he explained, had 
decided that the right method of deal- 
ing with a newspaper which persistently 
disregarded its public responsibility 
and the national interest was to make 
use of Defence Regulation 2D, 
which authorised the suppression of a 
newspaper that systematically. pub- 
lish matter calculated to foment 
opposition to the successful prosecution 
of the war. ‘‘ A watch,” he added, 
“will be kept on this’ paper, and the 
course which the Government may 
ultimately decide to take will depend 
upon whether those concerned recognise 
their public responsibility.”

CONTROL OF LABOUR MAY 
BE NECESSARY 


The probability that it would be 
necessary to organise and control labour 
in this country—in effect, a conscrip- 
tion of labour—in the effort to. over- 
come a shortage of agricultural workers, 
and ensure the production of the 
nation’s food, was adverted to in the 
Senate yesterday -.by Professor J. 
Johnston, who asked that, in such 
an event, the Government should 
recognise the value of certain private 
enterprises. 

In that connection, he described as 
*“* downright confiscation ” the decision 
of the Government not to allow the 
Guild of Goodwill to go on producing 
turf unless the labour involved was 
obtained from a district removed from 
the bog area. ‘‘ It means,’’ said Pro- 
fessor Johnston, “that a ban has 
been placed on local labour, and 
this institute, after being encouraged 
to drain and prepare the bogs, and 
spend money on the work, now was 
being prevented from ta’ing advantage 
of its expenditure and efforts.” 

On another aspect of the fuel situa- 
tion, he urged the Government to 
diminish the fuel problem by an active 
policy of supporting communal feeding, 
and the creation of a plan to ensure 
that large quantities of potatoes avail- 
able in the country would be consumed 
as human food.

sented at the annual meeting of the 
Dublin Presbyterian Synod yester- 


day. 

Conventional approach to the drink 
roblem was now obsolete, said the 

ev. J. N. Thompson, Blackrock, who 
read the report. Henceforward it must 
be approached with all the equipment 
which modern knowledge made avail- 
able, through psychology, seience and 
sociology. Very often rabid teetotallers 
failed to make allowance for the 

resence in others of temptations which 
aid not exist for themselves. Pharisaism 
was a vice no less than drunkenness ; 
it. perverted the mind as much as 
alcohol befuddled the brain. Excessive 
drinking was closely connected with 
slum conditions, continued the report. 
It was little wonder that many of those 
who lived in overcrowded back streets 
should seek temporary ease from their 
lot, ‘‘ in such ambrosial dreams as might 
be induced by the excessive use of 
drink.” 

But the drink problem also extended 

to “ villadom’’ and ‘‘ suburbia,’’ and 
beyond. them to ' the remote and 
secluded fastnesses ” of noble mansions. 
“ Drab street and Grab (H)all have 
this in common: they both worship, in 
the manner that befits their respective 
stations. in life, at the Shrine of 
Bacchus.”’

MR. W. D. SAINSBURY

| which took place on Tuesday last, at 


Vergemount Park, Clonskeagh, 
Dublin, of Mr. William Draper Sains. 
bury, solicitor, aged 81. Mr. Sainsbury 
was one of the pioneers of motoring in 
Ireland, owning a car as early as 1902.

FACTORY WORKING TO 
CAPACITY 


SUCCESSFUL year’s tradin 
A was announced at the fiftiet 
annual general MN oí 
Messrs, Williams and Woods, Ltd., 
which was held at the Shelbourne 
Hotel, Dublin, yesterday. 

Moving the adoption of the report 
and statement of accounts, Mr. Robert 
Thompson, P.C., chairman and 
managing director, who presided. 
said :— 

You will see from your copies of the 
accounts that our year’s trading has 
been very successful and that the total 
earnings of your company and its sub- 
sidiaries, as set out in the consolidated 
accounts before providing for taxation, 
amount to £32,004 Os. 7d, for the year. 
Although the sterling value of our 
home sales has increased, the per- 
centage profit is substantially lower, 
as it is the policy of your Board to 
keep prices for home trade at as low 
a level as possible. 

In pursuance of our policy in connec- 
tion with reserves against bad and 
doubtful debts we have maintained our 
usual adequate cover. Stocks of taw 
materials again show an increase, 
and, although we are not abie to 
market anything like the variety of 
lines which we had in normal times, 
we have been able to keep the factory 
working to capacity. 


APPEAL TO MINISTER 


A resolution will be submitted to 
this meeting to approve of the air sd 
of a final dividend of 34%, less tax, 
for the year ended 3lst December, 
1941, on the Ordinary shares. As is 
obvious from the accounts, the profits 
were such as would have enabled us to 
recommend, at least, a 10% Ordinary 
dividend for the year, but in view of 
the re imposed by the Emer- 
gency Powers (No, 83) Order, 1941, 
we are restricted to a total dividend 
of 6%. 

In view of the fact that your com- 
pany has, for a great number of years, 

een in a position to pay at least a 
10% dividend on their Ordinary shares, 
your Board made an application to the 

finister for Industry and Commerce 
on the 6th February for permission to 
pay a higher dividend, and I regret to 
inform you that this has been refused. 

The-supply of fuel is now for us a 
matter of grave concern, as owing to 
the shortage of coal we have been 
compelled to usé the reserve stocks 
which we had built up. Unless 
sufficient supplies of fuel are forth- 
coming, it will not be possible to keep 
our factory in full production. 

In spite of the difficulties, you will 
be pleased to learn that your company 
has been able to increase, rather than 
decrease, the numbers of workers em- 
ployed. I would like here to record 
my appreciation .of the loyalty which 
your has. has enjoyed from all 
members of the staff; both factory and 
office.

class condition. The extensions to the 
factory, to which I referred at last 
rear's annual general meeting, have 
feme perme VE These extensions, 
while giving more working téacs have 
provided the most up-to-date cold 
storage accommodation and enabled us 
to increase the production of goods 
manufactured entirely from Irish 
materials. Our laboratory is being ex- 
tended, and we have augmen our 
laboratory staff. by the appointment of 
an additional qualified bacteriologist. 

Our emergency arrangements for fire 
fighters and A.R.P, personnel are still 
in operation, and our equipment has 
been improved during the year. 


LESS VARIETY 


Prevailing conditions have made it 
necessary hi us to ration all our 
customers, but, generally speaking, we 
are able to supply them with similar 
quantities to those which they bought 
in 1939, subject, of course, to a very 
much restricted list of varieties. In 
fact, up to the present, we have been 
able to supply certain staple lines in 
much greater quantities than we did 
before the war. 

You will be interested to learn that 
so far this year our sales show a con- 
siderable increase over the same period 
of last year, but owing to the un- 
certainty of supplies, particularly fuel, 
it is impossible to give any forecast 
for the current year: .
